"We liopo that at 
tlis cud of tliiit i)ei-iod the roll may bo filled 
Bud a successful colony bo founded. "Who- 
ever founds a colony ol lai'mors will do 
BOod ; and the settlors we believe will do still 
hotter. We beattily coocur witit the project. 
^ TVe have several reoaons for doing so. We 
liave land — ^good land — that is valueless to the 
iii State or the individual except it is settled and 
made prodactive. jWo have immigrants who 
have come here to improve their condition. 
They possess small moans but plenty of pluck. 
They have the bono and sinew, but they have 
found it dinicult to turn tlicm to account. 
One hundred and fifty acres of land is the very 
thing for tlieiu. It they are contciit to en- 
counter the toil and privations ot a new coun- 
try for two, three, or four years, tboir pros- 
perity will insured. If they are disposed 
to go to Cowiclian or anywhere else on our 
lands with the notion of coming out rich in a 
very short time, they had better stay away. 
^It is only continuous toil, patience and pru- 
.dence that can make any men rich,:Or even 
place him i in comfortable circumstances, no 
. 'matter what may be his business. If in- 
tending Gowichan settlers bear that in mind, 
it is well. They will bencflt themselves and 
the country. They will not regret the change 
from Englaud or the Provinces. And the way 
in which we satisfy oursclf that they will not 
regret the change is simply this : what would 
a farmer in England or the Provinces with a 
given capital, or without it, make in four 
years ? What would he niakc by settling here ? 
We have uo hesitation in saying that the dif- 
ference in a given time in favor of farming in 
tbi8^.olooy,is greatly in excess of what could 
.beattainad in either England or the Provinces. 
That difference islho- boop .we,ofirer the hardy 
immigrant. Its name is thrift, comfort, and 
' tbatfsum'or'inaDly Independence' that< makes a 
yeomanry " a country's greatest boast and 
pride." We hail the prospect of a new set- 
tlement in the Cowichan as a precursor to the 
downfall of the rottcuocracy that has injured 
this Colony so long. The man who invented 
the guUotine fell a victini to his own ill- 
starred invention ; and the individual who have 
been forced to anticipate popular action — if 
possible to supersede it by a single night — 
are aa certain to be politically decapitated

Cauadi}^ must Defend beraelf from Inva- 
alon, ■ 

It is difficult to read without otnotJon of some 
kind the announcement that at the present 
time, and under existing circumstances, the 
Canadian Parliament has refused a second 
reading to the bill for establishing an efficient 
militia for the defence of the province. I^t 
us make uU possible deductions and allowances 
before we give v.'uy to that, emotion— bo it re- 
gret, surprise or indignation. The militia 
bill which was rejected proposed to raise a 
force of 50,000 men and a reserve of 50,000 
more. Such a measure could not bo carried 
out without a very heavy expense, and at a 
great amount of private loss and inconveni- 
ence. * * ; : . . J * * 

Let Canada look' carefully ''atMiefbw6 cir- 
cumstances ; let her statcsmcu study tho tone 

of the American press ; and tho strange and 
inonieiitous position of alliiirs on the American 
continent. J low long will the jirescut civil 
war aiVord employ inciit to 700.000 nrnicd 
men? Or, if the war itself .«liould not abate, 
how long will the Amcricau GovernmcDt be 
able to bear the vast strain on their finances 
which the payment of such aa army implies / 
And, when the time 1ms at last arrived when, 
either from the tcrininalioii of civil life or the 
failure ol' money and credit, the United States 
are no longer able to support this vast army 
what is to prevent that vast army from march- 
ing towards tho northern frontier, and satisfy- 
ing its rcvcDge,|its lov0pi plunder and of con- 
(jucst, in tho rich and uhwastcd provinces ol 
Canada ? 

Wo cannot hope from them any assistance 
for defending our own .shores, wliilo wo ar« 
bound to assi.st in proloctinj; theirs. We 
cannot even obtain from this very Colony of 
Canada reasonably fair treatment for our 
manufactures, which are taxed 25 per ot. on 
thoir value, (o increase a revenue which the 
colonies will not apply to our or oven to their 
uwii dofuiiso. 'L'liero is liltio reciprocity in 
such a relation. Shcuid tho colony wish to 
put an end to it, we would never draw the 
sword to defend it, and, if Canada will not 
fight to protect its independonoo from for- 
eign invasion, neither will England.' The 
question is not one for Canada of dissolving 
or maintaining its connection with Groat 
Britain. That it may dissolve almost at 
pleasure. The question is of destroying or 
maintaining its own liberty and independ- 
ence — of beiug a self-governed couiinon- 
wivilth, or a member, or, perhaps, as is 
talked of for the 'South— ti shbjugated terri- 
tory of the United States. The question is 
much simpler than tho Canadians seem to 
to think. Iflheyaro to bo defended at all, 
they must make up their minds to bear the 
greater part of the burden of their own de- 
fense. This will bo the case if they separate 
Irom us.

Mr. Franklin seconded, and advised Gov- 
ernment to double the present rate of taxation 
rather than enforce a stamp act. 

Mr. Cary claimed that the motion was un- 
parliamentary, and that its consideiatien was 
a waste of precious time. 

Mr. Harris said that the act was not re- 
quired, and it was impossible to persuade any 
man that it was. He would rather see the 
ta-vea doubled than that it should pass. 

The motion was lost — Mr. Franklin and 
Mr. Harris voting " no," and the clause was 
passed, together with the second clause plac- 
log the revenue thus derived under the care 
and management by the Colonial Treasurer. 

The ue.\t clause requiring " an adhesive 
stamp des'.oting the value of one peiuiy far- 
thing," was, on motion of Mr. Cary, stricken 
out. 

"An adhesive stamp, denoting the value of 
twopence halfpenny," was next considered. 

Mr. Franklin moved that this clause be 
stricken out. 

Mr. Cury called to order. 

Mr. Franklin pressed Ihe motion ; ho had 
his rights and privileges in the House and 
would maintain them. Ho was working for 
the-country when he opposed the bill. It 
was obnoxious, would retard business ope- 
rations and work much mischief. 

Mr- Cary said that this point could be 
discussed further on in tho bill. 

The Chairman said the question as t« 
whether adhesive stamps should be used at 
ail would eome.up in another portion oi the 
bill. 

Mr. Franklin continued to press the moion, 
which was finally put atul lost. Messrs. 
Ring, Franklin, and Harris in the alliriu- 
ativo. 

" Two impressed stamps denoting the 
value of two shillings and one penny. 

Mr. Helmcken moved that " one" bo sub- 
stituted for two stamps, on account of two 
stamps alTording greater facilities for tho 
perpetration of frauils, and because two 
stamps would be double Ihe cost of one. 

Mr. Cary replied that the whole .let of 
stamps would only cost X200. 

Mr. Helmeken's motion prevailed and the 
remaining clauses were also amended to 
road ono instead of two stamps, as follows : 

Ohe impressed stamp denoting tho value 
of four shillings and twopence ; onayuj- 
prossod stamp, denoting tho value of eight 
shillings and fourpenoe; one impressed 
stamp denoting the value of twelve shillings 
and si-xpenco: one impressed stamp, denot- 
ing Iho value ot sixteen shillings and eight- 
pence ; one impressed stamp, denoting the 
value of one pound and sixpence. 

Several lengthy clauses wero passed 
without amendment or discussion. 

Mr. Franklin (supported by Mr. Ring) 
gave notice that he should oppose the im- 
position of a stamp duty ou receipts. 

The House then adjourned till Wednes- 
day, 30, at 3 p. m.

his, liedid, ' cru8bihg it fiat. A thrill of horror 
ran through the crowd on witnessing this fear- 
ful act. Tho body was identified as that of 
.Mr. Geo. Hay, the iiianugiug clerk to a iiier- 
chant at 4 Mark Lane, in whose service he had 
been many years. In his pockets were found 
the names of the winner and other horses 
which ran for the Derby. ,He biid, no' doubt, 
bet on the wrong animal.

St. Auri's Oouvenl 'School took place yester- 
day and attracted :i l.u^e nunilier of the friends 
I and relations of the pujiils.

They came here to make 
money by hard knocks, and not to spout poli- 
tics or to run down tho country before they 
know anything about it.

— The bench of bishops 
will surely recc gnizo ihcmsidves in tho lile- 
like picture drawn below : 

The bishops in the country nre as rich as 
bankers. They have palaces, lands, fields, 
and money, which they lend to the Sultan 
at 10 per cent. They hoard up for their 
wives and chihlien. for tliey are married and 
have families, like Si. Synesius, Bishop of 
Tripoli. Their sons are c.'iplain.s or colonels, 
and the revenues of the Church do the 
honors to tho ladies. The bishop keeps his 
|)aek of bounds for fox-hunting, and he is 
not the last to follow Ihe chase and to clear 
a hedge, for he is, above all, a gentleman, 
and he loves sport. The bishop.s, rich, en- 
joying good health, fond of good living, capi- 
tal sportsmen, >xcellent horsemen, (and 
sometimes, they say, excellent lopors,) will 
not willingly permit the laws of the Church 
to be violated in their dioceses ; and. as they 
have tho law in tliojr hands, they enforco 
respect lo it. Bishops have seats in Ihe 
House of f.,ords ; they give their opinion on 
public alfairs, ami they vigilantly watoh over 
the maintenance and augmentation of their 
revenues. They are ugly customers to deal 
with. They put in prison a poacher who 
encroaches on their land, and they punish 
with fine thofthoretics who do not go lo 
prayer. As civil magisltates and as reli- 
gious magistrates they are ilnubly to be 
dreaded. Add to this that bishops are tho 
younger brothers of lords, and that between 
Itioin ;ind llieir eldest brothers there is al- 
ways a close alliance. In England, as else- 
where, the high clergy and tho nobility are 
always together. Who makes the laws? 
The lords and the lawyers. The lords sup- 
port with all their might the old feudal laws 
which were made by them and fur them, and 
the lawyers do not detest this subtle, ob- 
scure, chcatiiig legislation which embar- 
rasses other citizens and occasions u vast 
amount of litigation. 

A Rkmkdv hob S.mai.i.-I'ox. — Dr. Frederic 
W. Morris, resident physician of the Halifax 
Visiting Dispensary, X. .S., has written a let- 
ter to the Jiiuriaui lilcdicii! Times, in which 
he states that the " Sarraeenia I'urpurea," or 
Indiau cup, a native plant of Nova Scotia, is 
the remedy for small-pox in all its forms, in 
twelve hours after the patient has taken the 
medicine. That " however alarming and nu- 
merous the eruptions, or conlluent and fright- 
ful they may be, the ])oculiar action of the 
medicine is such that very seldom is a scar 
left to tell the story of the disease." If either 
vaccine or variolous mutter is washed with the 
infusion of the sarraeenia, they arc deprived of 
their contagious properties. So mild is the 
inediciuo to llic taste that it may be largely 
mixed with tea and colVee, and given to con- 
noisseurs in these beverages to drink without 
their being aware of the admixture. — llugton 
Courier. 

.M. Girard, a Frenchman, claims to 
have discovered a plan to propel rail cars with- 
out cither wheels or lecomolives. Sledges 
upon runners, which move upon pivots, so as 
to accommodote themselves to the curves of 
the road, are used instead of the ordinary cars 
and wheels, the rails upon which they run be- 
ing very hro.id. The power necessary to start 
a ton upon wheels is 10 to M pounds; l)y jM. 
Girard's inveution it takes only U jjounds. In 
tho place of locomotives, a series of stationary 
engines, G miles apart, compress wntor'into a 
metal tnbc, and the pressure thus obtained is 
communicated to transversal pi[)es, placed at 
intervals of lifty yards, and jjroviding each 
with a lateral sriliee, which is opem-d and then 
closed l)y the train itself as it passes. 'J'lie 
water, issuing from the orifices, strikes a series 
of curved lloats, lilco those of. water wheels, 
and placed under the lloor of each carriage. 
Experiments made in Paris prove that a train 
nmy be moved in this way at the rate of fif- 
teen miles an lionr, _
